the enactment of a Budget Law in 
order that the national budget may 
beaput on a legal basis. 


Te may be noted that although a 
national budget was in foree during 
the past fiseal year and % sew one 
is now in process of preparation, it 
can not, however, be claimed that 
they have already’ eneriged from the 
experimental stage. It is expected 
that the enactment of the new law 
i bung abot the intraucion ot 
the budgetary system in’ the Central 
as. well as" various grades of local 
Kovernment a the evuntr:

18. DAYS 


Netherlands Air Line 
Possibilities 





Since the transport of mail to the 
United Kingdom over the trans- 


practicable it may cone as news to 
many that it is still possible to 
reach England by mail by an even| 
quicker route, which takes only 18) 
days, by means of the Netherlands 
Air Line operating between Batavia 
and Amterdam.

Little has been heant here of this 
air-line, which is one of the lai 
in the ‘world, and. a history of 
progress since its inception in 19 
js of great interest. In that year 
a trial flight was carried out from 
Amsterdam to Batayia in a single- 
motor machine, Certain’ delays 
‘were experienced, however, but the 
flight was completed in twenty-four 
days. Three years later Koppen, 
the wellknown Netherlands aviator, 
made another test flight, using on 
this occasion, a tri-motored aireraft. 
This attempt was eminently succoss- 
ful, the outward course being cover- 
ed’‘in twelve days, while the return| 
trip was accomplished in the record 
time of nine days: a record in- 
cidentally that remained unbroken 
cuntil 1931, 

This led to the establishment in 
the Aste of Java of an auniliary 
company known as. the Netherlands 
East Indies Airlines consisting of 
four machines.

CHINA'S POST OFFICES 
July 25. 
There are misuy ruiracles in 
this extraordinary country. Not 
the least of them is the persist 
lence with which the corres: 
pondence of its inhabitants can 
be carried on in spite of condi- 
tions, described by those who 
should know,’ as “chaotic”, 
“disorderly” and, generally, “‘im- 
possible.”

For instance, the important fact! 
‘that 44,000 employees are engag- 
ed.in.the work of the Post Office 
is in itself indicative of its 
vitality.

Office couriers move during 
the year. Letters are carried 
along these routes, not by the 
‘grace of motor, train or steamer 
tratisport or by that modern in- 
trusion, the aeroplane, but by 
chuman’ agency, Along weary 
mountain paths, across rivers 
‘and through ‘thickly wooded 
country the mail-runners of the 
Chinese Post Office make their 
way. They incur risks which 
they lightly treat as all part of! 
the fame, whether the danger 
comes from the casual freebooter, 
bandits, the angry river in flood, 
or the wild animal, In the 
Smaccessible parts of the country 
all sorts of devices have to be 
‘adopted to speed the mail-runner| 
‘on his way. In places he comes 
to an unbridged river, the cross- 
jaw of which is humanty impossl 
‘ble, He Is not defeated. A wire 
ope cairied across the river 
acta as a kind of conduit for the 
mail bag ind the runner sends 
the mail bag across to a comrade 
on the other side who, recipro- 
cating perhaps witha mail bag 
from that end, takes his newly 
acquired ‘burden and carries it 
‘safely to its destination. ‘That 
is just one of the reductions of an 
intricate and otherwise highly 
modern administrative machine 
to primitive simplicity. 
Modernity comes in with the 
2,000 miles which the Post Office 
‘Air Mails cover; 10,000 motor 
car lines are developing com- 
munications in rural districts; 
and steamers and boat lines give 
a communication mileage of 33, 
000 miles. ‘The present infancy 
of China’s railway development 
\Gahe has under 10,000 miles of 
Tail to India’s 40,000) means 
‘that the Post Office cannot rely, 
as it should be able to, on a 























reasonably extensive railway 
aystem. This adds to the miracl 
of its work. For it is a miracle, 


although the figures do npt show 

number of non-delivered 
packets out of the colossal total of 
796,000,000 articles posted in the 
yea Letters and postcards 
alone of this number amount to 
646,500,000, The number of 
parcels posted [ast year was 
‘over 6,000,000, in addition to 
56,000, insured parcels and 
141,000 by the Cash on Delivery 
system. This last figure is in 
itself an indication that the 
percentage of delivery must be 
high. China adopted the C.0.D. 
plan long before it was in force 
in European countries. This 
was due to the special advantages 
of such a system in a country of 
buge distances and comparatively 
limited resources for shopping. 
If the service were less efficient 
than it is, the ability to retain 
the C.0.D. system would be 
‘entirely lacking. 

The Post Office, with its 
intimate connection with the 
Public, the position which it has 
‘established for itself as the dis-' 
tributor of information and one 
of the handmaids of commerce 
is a valuable potential instru- 
ment for the eventual develop- 
‘ment of a more coherent adminis- 
tration than at present exists.

It bias been pointed out 
that the practical advantages of 
abolishing the tael and so get- 
ting rid of a most inconvenient 
complication in business trans- 
factions are generally accepted.

A PUBLIC SERVICE 
July 23. 
Last month, in presiding over 
the ‘annual meeting of the Lester 
Chinese Hospital, Sir Peter 
Grain eloquently paid a tribute 
to the magnificent work perform- 
ed by that institution which was 
originally established by 
Lockhart of the London Mission: 
ary Society in 1844. ‘The pro- 
gress of the Hospital to the 
current year, when it is housed 
in the new ’ buildings in Shan- 
tung Road, is part and parcel of 
the history of Shanghai. ‘The 
largest hospital engaged — in 
emergency work, the Lester 
Chinese Hospital renders to 
Shanghai a service which is all 
the greater because the number: 
of such institutions is less than 
the rapidly expanded population 
really requires, Too much can- 
not be said to emphasise the 
enormous debt owed to the 
devoted and unobtrusive work of 
the medical and nursing staff of 
a hospital which handles 140,000 
outpatient visits in the year, 
including over 8,000 emergency 
cases of which 2,500 were due to 
traffic accidents. During 1931 
the influx of tens of thousands 
of flood refugees threw a very 
heavy burden on all hospitals 
here. “The ‘events of last winter 
added to the charge. It is, there- 
fore, important to make clear the 
duty of the public in this matter. 
In the report of the Lester 
Chinese Hospital is written: 
“Inthe general outpatient de. 
partment there are great oppor- 
Tunities available for extended 
activities, of which as yet we are

Stabilisation Needed: China's 
‘Adverse Trade Balance 


At a well attended tiffin meeting 
of the Rotary Club held on July 21 
at the Hotel Metropole, Mr. Chester 
Fritz gave a very interesting classi- 
fication talk on “Silver.” Mr. G. W.| 
Philleo presided and: introduced the: 
speaker. 

Mr. Chester Fritz—Mr. Chairman 
and Gentlemen—I am not going to 
‘try and tell you what dieeetion sil- 
ver is going to take, I am not a 
Fortune ‘teller. ‘Silver’ is very much 
like the weather and is probably 
‘more cussed and discussed than any} 
‘other subject. 

Silver and Gold have been used 
‘88 a measure of value of purshasing, 
power since prehistoric times. His 
tory informs us that silver was in 
use as a medium of exchange in| 
China over 4,000 years ago. From 
2200 B.C, to’ 2300 B.C, during the 
Shang ‘dynasty, the currency. was, 
of three different kinds; the yellow, 
‘gold; the white, silver, and the red 
copper. These’ were’ not in. the 
shape of coins but in crude form

from most other metals none very 
important respect—it is largely a 
by-product, produced in connection 
with the mining of copper, lead and

Te is obvious, however, that short 
in a ‘relative ‘term, and. does not 
necessarily indicate the early cossa~ 
ion of the "epidemic.

‘The evaluation of this 
epidemic, as against former epide- 
‘mies, naturally: cannot be: made at 
the present. time. 

‘As regards prevention, it is prob- 
able that the ‘rainy weather Inter- 
fered with the voluntary’ inocula 
ton. work’ porformed by the De- 
partment, though 69.282 | persons 
‘were dealt with, bringing the total 
Tor the year up to 87,117.

Dr. F..S. Wong, Quarantine 
Officer-in-eharge, Amoy, veports that 
for two weeks ‘large numbers of 
cholera patients have been admitted 
into. the’ new hospital, In view of 
ity limited accommodation, tempor. 
lary matsheds have now been erected 
to house the increasing number of 
patients. The city of Amoy seems 
to rely entirely upon the Quarantine 
Hospital for treatment of its cholera 
patients, 

Steamer ‘Turned Back 

The outbreak of a severe caso of 

cholera on board the C, N. S. Shan- 


tung turned the vessel back to port, 
the patient, a Chinese quarter mas 


ter Mibeing removed to. the 
Chinese Infectious Diseases Hos- 
pital in Thibet Road, while 


the steamer was disinfected and 
people on board inoculated by off- 
cers of the National Quarantine 
Service, 

‘The Shantung left here for sou- 
thern ports at noon on July 19, 
While the ship was outside Woosung, 
the quarter master reported an 
attack of cholera, which became 
worse at 8 pm. in view of the 
seriousness of tho case, the ship 
retraced her course, 

Before the steamer was moored 
to the wharf, Dr.J. W, H, Chun, 
senior officer of the National Qnav= 
antine Service was notified of the 
cage, With a contingent of 
police guarding the steamer and 
preventing communication with 
shore, several officers of the service, 
headed by Dr. Chun, brarded the 
vessel at 5 as, An ambulance 
from Central Fire Station was sum- 
moned to the French Bund and con 
veyed the patient to the yospital, 

‘or about two hours the offeers 
remained on board ‘and inoculated 
officers, crew and passengers, . This 
was followed by a thorough disingee=
